The President’s present trip has 
missed the heart of the farm belt 
and the industrial areas of the east 
and northeast, where opinion is 
closely divided and where Institute 
surveys have shown the likelihood 
of substantial Republican gains in 
congressional seats this November. 

Accordingly, the cheers and ap- 
plause for the President along his 
route have given an incomplete 
impression of his’ popularity 
throughout the country as a whole. 

Actually, as the Institute’s na- 
tion-wide survey of July 10 
showed, President Roosevelt is 
about six and a half points below 
his figure on election day, 1936. 
The drop is approximately equal 
to about 3,000,000 votes, but it 
leaves the President still with a 
substantial majority of the voters. 

In the states the President visits 
today, his popularity is down from 
election day figures of 1932 and 
1936. 

In Georgia the President’s loss 
has been = sharp. Seventy-two 
two per cent of the Georgians in- 
terviewed in the Institute’s recent 
survey declared they were for the 
President, while 28 per cent said 
they were against him. This is a 
falling-off of 15 points since 1936.

IN FATHER'S DEATH 


Floyd Johnston Relates Cir- 
cumstances Surrounding 
Shooting of Parent. 


A coroner’s jury yesterday or- 
dered Floyd Johnston, 30, held on 
a charge of murder in connection 
with the death of his father, B. O. 
Johnston, 64, Atlanta furniture 
dealer. 


The jury recommended that 
Johnston be held on the murder 
charge after a dramatic inquest in 
which a tale of domestic strife 
was related. 


The jury held that the elder 
Johnston, who was shot Monday 
morning, “came to his death from 
a bullet wound inflicted by his son, 
Floyd Johnston. 


Johnston will probably be taken 
before the grand jury tomorrow. 
With tears in his eyes, the son told 
of differences with his father. At 
one point in his recital, Johnston 
waved a hand toward his mother 
and said she had “suffered a liv- 
ing hell for the past 40 years.” 

The son further testified he shot 
his father in self-defense, and told 
of numerous threats made by the 
elder Johnston against him and 
other members of the family.

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A FRIEND TO ORGANIZED LABOR

HOPKINS’ AMAZING FRANKNESS 


Harry L. Hopkins, Works Progress Admin- 
istrator, displayed remarkable insight in his 


address, delivered last month in Memphis, in 


which he discussed the south as President 
Roosevelt had pictured it, the nation’s “Eco- 
nomic Problem Number One.” 

Administrator Hopkins’ insight was displayed 
in his listing of the causes which have handi- 
caped the economic development of the south 
since the days of the War Between the States. 
He spoke with amazing frankness, for a federal 
official, of the outside imposed penalties which 
have made the road of the south so difficult. 
He mentioned the tariff, the one-crop system, 
tenant farming, unfair railroad freight rates, 
absentee landlordism and ownership of capital, 
and a dozen other factors. Each of these, of 
course, is well known to southerners who are 
familiar with the economic background of the 
region. 


However, it was when he turned to the pro- — 


gram for the future, when he began speaking 
of those things which the federal government 
can do for the benefit of the south, that Ad- 
ministrator Hopkins lost his comprehensive 
grasp of the situation. For he could do nothing 
else but praise every feature of the New Deal 
and prescribe nothing but further and enlarged 
doses of that alleged panacea. Southerners who 
have watched the workings of the AAA, who 
have studied the wages and hours bill, who 
know the amount of interest taken in the south 
by Mr. Hopkins’ own department, the WPA, 
know too well that the problem of the south 
cannot be solved by a mere continuance of such 
activities as these. 

Mr. Hopkins proposed to place thousands of 
southern farm workers on the relief rolls per- 
manently, but added he would “lift the stigma” 
of relief for these favored ones. Does Mr. Hop- 
kins infer that he considers there is a “stigma” 
attached to relief for all others? 

He praised the wages and hours bills as a 
means of increasing the purchasing power of 
southern workers. He was silent, however, re- 
garding the conceded fact that southern indus- 
trial workers already receive, in wages, a greater 
proportion of the wealth they create than do 
the workers of the east and north. 

He voiced no sympathy for the investors in 
and operators of the small southern industries 
which, under terms of the wages and hours bill, 
will be penalized and, in all probability, be 
forced to lose their all’ and close down théir 
plants. 

He did not mention the fact that, although 
the south needs larger purchasing power—by 
his own words—his organization, the WPA, pays 
lower wages in the south than in any other sec- 
tion. He did not refer to the figures of the 
United States Treasury which show that while 
the south receives less in federal benefits than

lina politicians have got to work for their 
places at the public trough. Since the days of Pitchfork Ben Till- 
man, the unhappy local office-seekers have been compelled by cus- 
tom to tell their stories on the same platforms, at the same times, 
in joint debate with their enemies. The result is a little bit like a 
gas attack, a little bit like an old-fashioned Chautauqua, and a great 
deal like a circus. , 

In this little town, chiefly famous as the home of “Grit and 
Steel,” Colonel Ed De Camp’s compendious trade paper of the 
cock-fighting business, your correspondents witnessed a South Car- 
olina joint debate.

THE CURTAIN RISES The scene was a vacant lot outside the 


county courthouse... The time was just 
an hour short of high noon, and the heat was something awful. 
Heedless of the possible discomforts of being broiled alive, about a 
thousand people had gathered to see the fun. Farmers in overalls, 
work-worn mill workers, a few plump and sweating storekeepers, 
housewives waving palm leaf fans—they stood about expectantly, 
knowing that the show was being put on for their benefit. A few 
of them talked of the respective merits of the three candidates— 
Senator Cotton Ed Smith, Governor Olin Johnston and State Sena- 
tor Edgar Brown, But more of them seemed to be interested in 
the cotton crop than in the senatorial primary. 

The first performer to appear was Governor Johnston, a tall, 
paunchy, ‘perspiring man with the expansive geniality southerners 
expect in up-to-date politicians. The Governor’s car had hardly 
stopped before he was down in the crowd, pump-handling all and 
sundry, and distributing a practiced smile to those whom he could 
not actually grasp. Before long, a preacher offered a prayer, and 
then the speaking started. 

The Governor is running as a New Dealer, and his first gesture 
was to get a good grasp on the President’s coattails. “I’m for the 
New Deal -and I’m for Roosevelt,” he bellowed, and the farmers 
and mill workers gave him a cheer. He had more to say about 
his own virtues, but it roused very little excitement. 

Personalities were what the crowd wanted, and pretty soon the 
Governor obliged, with a bitter attack on old Cotton Ed Smith. By 
this time, Cotton Ed had arrived. He didn’t ride up on a bale of 
cotton, the way he used to, but everyone turned to see him. While 
the Governor called him “traitor to his party” and “the man with 
a moustache like Kaiser Bill,” and “the man who said a worker in 
our great state could get along on 50 cents a day,’ everyone 
watched Cotton Ed fidget. Whenever he looked especially an- 
noyed, the farmers nudged one another and grinned.

TO OPEN POET’S TOMB 


Strange promise is held in the announce- 
ment that the dean of historic Westminster 
Abbey, London, has given permission to open 
the tomb of Edmund Spenser, more than three 
centuries after the burial of the great Eliza- 
bethan poet. The dean consented because the 
tomb may yield additions to English litera- 
ture and perhaps settle the long controversies 
over authorship of the plays of Shakespeare. 

When Spenser died in 1599 a noted histo- 
rian of the times, William Camden, recorded 
that many of Spenser’s contemporaries contrib- 
uted poems and pens. These were given as 
marks of esteem for the great author of “The 
Fairy Queen” and were buried with his body 
in the Abbey’s hallowed poet’s corner. 

As Shakespeare had won considerable fame 
by the time of Spenser’s death, it is assumed 
the Bard was one of the contributors. Naturally, 
discovery of a signed poem by Shakespeare 
would be a literary find of importance. In ad- 
dition to enriching his works already known, it 
would point, rather conclusively, to his ability 
as a man capable of writing master works. 

Should nothing by Shakespeare be found, 
however, the works which are expected to be 
found will be a valuable addition to literature 
of the flourishing Elizabethan period. The cere- 
monial of opening the grave will be held in 
the fall. Thus, perhaps before the year is out, 
literary news May crowd war news on page one, 
and light from the poet’s corner may shine 
around the world.

THE PATIENCE OF SCIENCE 

While the world spins along at top speed, 
astronomers bide their time for completion of 
the world’s largest telescope. Men of the stars 
wait for the passage of two more years. Then 
the heavens will move closer to the earth. 
Planets, satellites and stars will come nearer to 
man’s eyes than ever before. It will mean new 
discoveries. It may mean the scrapping of old 
ideas. 

Meanwhile, work on the telescope goes for- 
ward. Constant dangers present themselves 
in the processes of molding, cooling, grinding 
and smoothing the huge lens. A tiny technical 
error may cause junking of all that has been 
done. But the big eye is well on its way toward 
completion, so carefully have the builders 
worked. 

At Mount Palomar, Cal., the huge dome 
stands completed, ready to receive the telescope. 
The dome is 137 feet in diameter, and approxi- 
mately the same height. The telescope tube and 
mounting are being shipped to the dome. Soon 
everything will be in readiness for the actual 
telescope. But two more years must pass before 
the world’s most delicate scientific instrument 
is completed. 

Then cold, patient science will glow with the 
warmth of expectancy. The world’s heart will 
beat quicker, too, just as eager as science to 
learn results of the great telescope’s first tests. 
It is an intellectual and emotional thrill to an- 
ticipate.

Some of the soundest and most 
conservative businessmen of the 
south have come to believe that 
the forests will be conserved only 
if (1) there are laws for proper 
cutting, (2) prices are high enough 
to make proper cutting worth 
while, and (3) taxes are low 
enough to permit of good forest 
management. 

The great hardwood forests of 
the Yazoo delta bottomlands in 
Mississippi are “rapidly being de- 
pleted as a result of heavy cutting 
operations and lack of adequate 
fire protection,” reports Director 
E. L. Denmon, of the Southern 
Forest Experiment Station of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. “A large part of this de- 
pletion is occasioned by the often 
confiscatory and generally inequi- 
table taxes levied against 
land and timber. Many thousands 
of acres have come into state own- 
ership for unpaid taxes, chiefly be- 
cause of excessive drainage levies 
and current assessment practices. 
Good forest management on a per- 
manent basis is not feasible under 
such a tax burden.”

Interest Is Low in Light- 
weight Scrap at Polo 
Grounds.

NEW YORK, ‘Aug. 9.—(UP)— 


|Lou Ambers, the ring’s phantom 


fox, and Henry Armstrong, the 
brown bulldog, from the Pacific 


coast, will meet in a “natural” un- 
orthodox brawl at the Polo 
Grounds tomorrow night, with the 
world lightweight and National 
Boxing Association welterweight 
titles at stake. 

Members of the boxing frater- 
nity consider this 15-round bout 
a “natural” because of the sharp- 
ly contrasting styles of Ambers, 
the lightweight king, and Arm- 
strong, the feather-welterweight 
champ. 

Both principals are at the tops 
of their respective careers, both 
are unusually rugged, and both 
possess amazing stamina. 

However, the public does not 
share this enthusiasm. Hence a 
comparatively small crowd of 
about 18,000 fans is expected, 
bringing in a gate of about $80,- 
000. The fans consider Armstrong 
virtually certain of victory because 
of his continuous surging attack. 
That’s why the Los Angeles negro 
is a 3-1 favorite in the light 
betting. 

FIRST WITH THREE. 

If these odds are borne out ard 
“Homicide Henry” defeats Am- 
bers, he will be the first man in 
ring history ever to hold three 
world titles at one time. 

Armstrong won the feather- 
weight crown from Petey Sarron 
last October and the welterweight 
toga from Barney Ross on May 31. 
He is trying for his third cham- 
pionship within 10 months. 

The New York Boxing Commis- 
sion insists that only Ambers’ 135- 
pound title will be at stake to- 
morrow night. But the National 
Boxing Association claims that 
Armstrong’s welter bonnet also 
will be on the line since both men 
will be fighting under the 147- 
pound limit. The N. B. A, has 
warned Armstrong’s manager, Ed- 
die Mead, that if Henry loses, Am- 
bers will be recognized as welter- 
weight and lightweight king. 

When Prométer Mike Jacobs 
made tkis match, he figured it to 
draw close to $200,000. But thus 
far it has been a box office “dud.” 
Ambers, a lack-luster champion 
since he won the lightweight title

Ambers, a brown-haired, cauli- 
flower-eared Italian from Herki- 
mer, N. Y., lacks the first requi- 
site of a ‘crowd- pleaser: Punch. 
Moreover, his elusive, jumping- 
jack tactics find little favor among 
the fans. 

POOR SHOWINGS. 

Since winning the crown, Am- 
bers made severa! poor showings 
in nontitle bouts, losing to Eddie 
Cool, Jimmy McLarnin, Pedro 
Montanez, and fighting a draw 
with Baby Arizmendi. Lou’s last 
bout with Jimmy Vaughan at Los 
Angeles on June 21 was unim- 
pressive. 

But smart boxing men recall 
that when the chips were down 
in Lou’s only two title defenses— 
against Canzoneri and Montanez 
last year—the “Herkimer Hurri- 
cane” won with ridiculous ease, 
even though the bouts were dull 
affairs. 

Armstrong has knocked out 35 
of his last 38 opponents, but Am- 
bers never has been knocked out 
in 82 professional fights.

Faster Blood Coagulation 
By Dr. William Brady. i 


The blood of a normal individ- 
ual begins to clot or coagulate in 
from five to 10 minutes after 
bleeding. In certain disease condi- 
tions the blood is slow in clotting, 
for example jaundice; this makes 
operations more hazardous, al- 
though the modern physician has 
in his armamentarium remedies to 
promote faster clotting of blood 
in such circumstances. One such 
remedy is sunshine vitamin D. An- 
other is calcium administered 
medicinaily and a high calcium 
diet. Still another is transfusion 
of a small amount of blood from 
a healthy donor. Still another is 
thromboplastin, prepared from 
braintissue of the ox; cephalin is 
another name ffor this, when 
freshly prepared. 

In any case where the clotting 
time is slow, it is good practice to 
take, say a Calciwafer after each 
meal, three times a day, for sev- 
eral weeks prior to an operatiton. 
Calciwafers are as pleasant to eat 
as after-dinner mints; each wafer 
contans 9 grains of dicalcium 
phosphate, 6 grains of calcium 
gluconate, and 750 units of sun- 
shine vitamin D.

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FAMOUS AIRPLANE FLIGHTS. 
lliI—Three “Lone Eagles.” 

It may not be a wise thing for 

a pilot to cross the «7ean alone, 

but there is something which 

makes many persons “rise up and 

cheer” whenever the deed is done. 


Lindbergh was hailed as a hero 
in Paris. 


The first and most famous of 
the “lone eagles” is Charles Lind- 
vergh. On a May day, 11 years 
ago, he started on a trip from New 
York to Paris. He wanted to win 
a prize of $25,000, but he won 
much more than that. 

During the fight there came a 
time when Lindbergh asked him- 
self, “Shall I go forward, or shall 
I turn back?” He was far out over 
the Atlantic, in the midst of a 
sleet storm. There was sleet in 
front of him, sleet behind him, 
sleet above him, sleet below. 

If he could have landed, he 
would have liked to do so, but 
there was no land,to land on. 
After thinking about the problem, 
he decided it would be just as 


‘dangerous to turn back as to go 
forward—so he kept on going for- | 


ward! 

In our own lives, we are likely 
to have to decide problems like 
that. We do not need to be in an 
airplane to find trouble in our 
path! We may start on a certain 
course, and then have to answer 


the question, “would it be best to 
turn back?” 

Often it is wise to turn back. 
There is no sense in going ahead 
with something if we find it will 
mean loss of life, limb or hap- 
piness. Yet we must think also of 
what it means to turn back. If 
there will be about as much dan- 
ger or trouble in one as in the 
other, it usually is best to go for- 
ward. 

After Lindbergh landed in 
Paris, he won world-wide fame. 
He also made people more inter- 
ested in aviation. 

Another lone eagle was a wom- 
an—Amelia Earhart. In 1932 she 
flew a monoplane from New- 
foundland to Ireland. She was 
greeted by cheering throngs, and 
people were glad to see such cour- 
age and skill in a woman pilot. 

Last year the world sorrowed 
for Amelia. In the course of a 
round-the-world journey, she was 
lost in the south Pacific. Her 
sunny smile and friendly ways 
have given us happy memories of 
her—and perhaps these memories 
are as. important as the things 
she did. 

A few weeks ago, a smiling 
American Irishman bobbed up in 
Ireland. Yes, his nam: was Cor- 
rigan! He had flown from New 
York to Ireland “hy mistake,” he 
said—having aimed for California 
and hit Ireland! One reason peo- 
ple became excited about his trip 
was because he used a nine-year- 
old airplane. Another reason was 
that he had flown alone and—like 
Lindbergh and Amelia Earhart— 
had become a lone eagle.

Five Georgia Hardwoods Tested 
For Manufacture of Book Paper 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 9.—() 
Possibilities of five hardwoods for 
use in the manufacture of book 
paper and rayon grade wood pulp 
are being investigated in the pres- 
ent’ program of re: :arch at the 
Herty Foundation laboratory, and 
some of the results are “promis- 
ing,” according to Dr. Charles H. 
Carpenter, chief chemist, in charge 
of operations. 

The five hardwoods on hand at 
the laboratory now, and on which 
research is being conducted, ac- 
cording tor. Carpenter, are black 
gum, red gum, white bay, cotton- 
wood and willow. The pines on 
hand, and which are being used 
also in the experiments, are long 
leaf and loblolly. 

Dr. Carpenter said the hard- 
woods were being worked up into 
book paper on various finishes. 
Some are being used with and 
some without pine.
